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1 . It is noted with regret that upon further consideration of the claims by several 
Supervisory Patent Examiners, a new restriction requirement is necessary as detailed 
below. 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 19 and 23, drawn to methods of identifying or assessing candidate 
molecules for treatment of a CNS disorder using an animal model, 
classified in class 514, subclass 1. 

II. Claims 20 and 21 , drawn to methods of identifying or screening 
compounds which selectively bind to and/or reduce the activity of a DAO 
or DDO polypeptide, classified in class 435, subclass 7.1 . 

III. Claim 22, drawn to a method of screening compounds which reduce the 
expression of the DAO or DDO polypeptides or mRNA in cells, classified 
in class 435, subclass 6, for example. 

IV. Claims 24-29 and 33-43, drawn to methods of treating an individual 
suffering from a CNS disorder, classified in class 514, subclass 1 . 

If Group I, II, or III is elected, dependent claims 30-32 will be examined 
along with the elected claims. 
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Sequence Election Requirement Applicable to Groups //, ///. or IV 
In addition, each Group detailed above reads on patentably distinct Groups 
drawn to multiple SEQ ID Numbers. The sequences are patentably distinct 
because they are unrelated sequences, and a further restriction is applied to each 
Group. For an elected Group drawn to amino acid sequences, the Applicants 
must further elect a single amino acid sequence. For an elected Group drawn to 
nucleotide sequences, the Applicants must elect a single nucleic acid sequence 
(See MPEP 803.04). Specifically, each of Groups ll-IV contains a claim(s) referring 
to nucleic acids of SEQ ID N 0:2-6, 19, and 20, and to polypeptides of SEQ ID 
NO:7-10, 21, and 22. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions l-IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In 
the instant case the different inventions have different modes of operation and different 
functions. Invention I requires the use of an animal model of a CNS disorder; invention 
II relates to compounds binding to DAO or DDO polypeptides or reducing their activity; 
invention III relates to a cell assay in which DAO or DDO polypeptide or mRNA is 
detected; and invention IV relates to treating an individual suffering from a disease. The 
modes of operation and functions of these inventions are thus completely different. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, or 
because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
